COLD WEATHER STALLS DRESS CODE ENFORCEMENT 
Officials in Sag Harbor, responding to the 
ongoing cold temperatures, have decided to 
suspend enforcement of the village’s summer 
dress code. “The code is meant to go into effect 
annually on April 15,” says Peter Young, Chief 
Dress Code Coordinator for the village. “We 
realize that that’s early, but we figured that if it 
coincided with Tax Day people would remember 
it. And usually it’s a lot warmer by that date!” 
The summer dress code stipulates that all 
residents and visitors to Sag Harbor should be 
dressed casually, and forbids the wearing of 
such garments as sport coats, neckties, formal 


- violations,” 


winter coats, fur coats, and dress slacks. As 
Young notes, the Sag Harbor summer dress 
code is designed to sustain a relaxed, fun vibe in 
the quaint old whaling village. “Sag Harbor is the 
un-Hampton, right—and we take our role quite 
seriously. We do not hesitated to arrest and 
remove from our streets individuals who violate 
our cool, casual standards. And we will continue 
to do so, make no mistake. However, right now 
the rules are on hold while the temperatures 
remain unseasonably low.” Young notes that 
several arrests did take place over the course of 
last week pertaining to the dress code before the 
decision to suspend enforcement was reached. 
“Our code enforcement officers did find several 
says Young. “Under the authority 
of the summer dress code, which had yet to 
be suspended, they arrested four individuals.” 
While Young concedes that, since at the time 
temperatures were hovering in the 45° range, 
with an icy wind blowing in from the harbor, the 
suspects were arrested, in effect, for the offence 
of dressing for the weather, he still defends his 
department’s actions. “Our officers administer 
the law without fear or favor,” Young says. “The 


arrested individuals will have their chance to 
present their cases before our tribunal.” Young 
says his department will resume enforcement of 
the code on May 1.

Hampton Township Announces New Gull Permit to Increase Revenues

pring is the time of year to get your permits 

to enjoy the Hamptons. There are permits 
needed for driving beachfront at county parks. 
There are permits needed for East Hampton 
Main Beach, Coopers Beach in Southampton, 
Indian Wells and Atlantic in Amagansett, and 
other permits for things in Bridgehampton, 
Southampton Village, Hampton Bays and 
Westhampton Beach. Some are for parking, 
others are for beach cabanas. There are permits 
needed for large parties held in your home, and 
for rentals and signage, even permits for filming 
documentaries or movies on public property. 
There are fishing permits, duck-shooting 
permits, and they come from villages, towns, 
counties, states and federal officials. There are 
red ones, orange ones, blue ones, green ones, 
yellow ones and brown ones. 

The income from permits enables officials 
to pay the ever-increasing costs of running 
a summer resort. Salaries are a big item, 
particularly for summer police and the 
ordinance inspectors who give out summonses 
for those failing to have the right permits. 

This year, Mayor Anderson of Hampton 
Township has announced a new kind of 
permit never offered before. He said revenues 
have been lagging expenses. He’s had to 
do something. 

Beginning May 1, seagulls will be required to 
buy permits for dock piling perching. Until now, 


they’ve been doing this for free. Now it will cost. 
Each piling will be rented for the full season, 
from May 1 to October 1, for $375. (Having 
daily permits would be a nightmare.) Only one 
seagull and his immediate family will be allowed 
to sit on a piling, and only one piling will be 
allowed per family. There will be no hogging 
the pilings. Pick the one you want and it’s yours 
for the summer. You also have first dibs on that 
piling for next year. 

Purchasing seagulls must list all the individual 
members of their family. A tiny beige tag with 
the piling number will be attached to one leg 
of each of the family’s seagulls, and a number 
corresponding to the tag will be attached to 
the piling top that matches the number on 
the tag permit. It will be theirs for the season. 
Those perching without the matching tag will 
be issued summonses—$50 for first offense, 
$100 for second offense and $300 for all further 
offenses. Scofflaws after a third summons 
can be sentenced to 30 days in a birdcage. This 
will give them the opportunity to sit and think 
about this. 

Bill Wilkerson, who owns a marina in Hampton 
Bays, lauded this new law as a boon to the 
dock areas of that town,-and also for Sag Harbor 
and Montauk. 

“It’s about time someone took the bull by 
the horns,” he said, noting that the town 
intends to install many more dock pilings to 
accommodate what they expect will be a rush 
for these permits. 


“This is not an attempt to provide something 
for a privileged few,” the Mayor said. “No one 
will be turned away and we will be installing as 
many as are needed.” The mayor is a Democrat. 

A spokesman for the ASPCB, which is an 
offshoot of the ASPCA, said “wrapping a permit 
around any bird’s leg is an interference in the 
natural order and could cause either crooked 
flying or unnecessary crashes by these birds.” 

Aspokesman for the Animal Behavior Institute 
said the interruption of the longstanding 
tradition of “the strongest gets the piling and 
the weakest has to look elsewhere,” could be 
detrimental to seagull pecking order rules. 

A spokeswoman for the Anti-Discrimination 
League said that “offering up private piling 
tops for just one species will cause permanent 
emotional damage to other species. This is 
wrong, any way you look at it.” 

A spokesperson for the Real Estate Board of 
the Hamptons said they have a wait-and-see 
attitude about this. “On the one hand, more 
dock pilings could spoil some of the previously 
unobstructed homeowner water views. On 
the other, there could be a great influx of 
billionaire bird watchers. And they will be 
needing homes.” 

Some permits have already been issued 
to early birds who have an “in” at town hall. 
They get to choose their desired piling first, as 
they should. 

Meanwhile the Hamptons is looking into tag

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Trump May Avoid Embarassing Kim in Mongolia Meeting

here will Donald Trump and Kim Jong-un 

meet? The matter is still under discussion 
and will probably be decided by the fact that 
Kim Jong-un has only one very old airplane at 
his disposal. 

You will recall that two weeks ago when Kim 
went to Beijing to visit Xi Jinping, the leader 
of China, he took a train. It would have been a 
three-hour flight if he had flown, but that one 
airplane, a Russian Ilyushin II-62, is suspect. 
He’s never used it. So he goes everywhere by 
train. Indeed, he has put armor around his 
private train for when he travels. That’s his 
train. It slows it down, but it’s safe and it still 
gets you there—he got to Beijing, for example, 
in 25 hours. 

Well, nobody wants to embarrass Kim. 

This is why it appears the meeting place 
might be in the capital of Mongolia, Ulan Bator. 
Mongolia has offered to host. It’s near enough. 
Kim could get there on his train in 46 hours. 
That might work. 

That old Russian aircraft might have 
connections with the Hamptons. Andy Sabin 
of Amagansett has for many years traveled all 
over the world by plane, conducting business. 
He owns a big factory in upstate New York that 


takes in scrap metal and chemical waste from . 


factories around the world and reprocesses 
it to extract the gold, platinum and other 
metals and minerals that can be used for other 


purposes. It’s an industrial operation, but it is 
also recycling. 

In the late 1980s, when the Soviet Union was 
going through the hard time that eventually 
caused it to collapse, the only way that he 
could travel behind the Iron Curtain to meet 
with factory owners was on Aeroflot, the Soviet 
airline. Andy had been on Aeroflot jets for many 
years by then. The Ilyushin II]-62 was one of 
them. But now, in 1989, the Soviets were having 
trouble getting spare parts and there were 
occasional reports of Aeroflot planes crashing. 
But he still had to get around. It was very dicey. 

“ld read about things like this in the papers,” 
he told me. “One plane ran off the runway 
as it was coming in for a landing. Turned 
out that during an earlier maintenance check 
they found they were out of brake fluid. So they 
tried lemonade. 

“Then this happened to me personally. About 
150 of us were led out onto the runway to board 
an Aeroflot jet bound for Leningrad. The plane 
taxied out to one end of the runway and turned 
around. There the pilot revved up the engines 
like pilots always do, but in this case, he revved 
up the engines a second time. Then he came on 
the public address system. 

“Tl don’t like how these engines sound,’ he 
said. ‘We’re going back to the terminal so I can 
get another plane.’ And he did. So we all got 
off the airplane and waited inside for a while, 
while they took this plane away and wheeled 
up another one. Then we all boarded that one. 


“Again, we went down to the end of 
the runway and the pilot turned the plane 
around. He revved up the engines, and then he 
revved them up a second time. We figured he 
was just being sure. But then he came on the 
PA system again. ‘I liked the other plane better,’ 
he said. 


“| don’t like how these engines 
sound,” he said. “We’re going 
back to the terminal so | can get 
another plane.” 


“Well, when he got back to the terminal, we 
all got off that one and then every one of us 
would not get on the other one. The flight was 
cancelled. That was all they had.” 

Shortly after Andy told me this story,-the 
Soviet Union collapsed, and it was now possible 
to fly Boeing commercial jets throughout the 
former Soviet Union. But Andy had something 
better for a while. In one of the former Soviet 
states—Kazakhstan, I think it was—the new 
president of that country presented Andy with 
a medal for the service he was providing for 
their scrap metal. And he also gave Andy the 
use of his private jet. Now that was a long 
time ago and I don’t know what came of it. But 
maybe that’s the one that Kim doesn’t want to 
try flying in to meet Trump. @&

WESTHAMPTON BEACH HIGH SCHOOL WINS 

The Westhampton Beach High School 
FIRST Robotics Team 3171 is competing at the 
World Championships in Detroit from April 
24-28 against entries from the U.S. and dozens 
of foreign countries. Westhampton Beach 
won that right at the Long Island Robotics 
Championship at Hofstra University two weeks 
ago.

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Adult with Rifle and Ammo at Hampton Bays High School

hink it couldn’t happen here? Last Tuesday 

a Hampton Bays man named Todd Tuttle, 
46, was arrested outside the Hampton Bays 
High School for bringing a gun and ammunition 
onto school grounds. Prior to this, according 
to a Southampton Town Police statement, 
he has been accused of stalking a female 
employee at the school because of a dispute 
between two local families. 

When he was seen watching a lacrosse 
game, school authorities called the police. 
They spoke with Tuttle and he told them he 
was there to watch his son play lacrosse, 
but according to the police, his son was not 
playing. On the other hand, it was found 
he was carrying a cartridge of ammunition 
for a rifle in his pocket, and, police found 
a rifle in his car. He was charged with a felony 
and two misdemeanors and pleaded not guilty. 
I don’t know if he’s posted bail. The next 
morning, however, the school proceeded with 
what they called a “modified lockdown.” 

Today, as I write this, children are walking 
the streets in towns around the country 
demanding that new laws be passed to protect 
them from people who want to shoot them. 
So far, new laws have not occurred. Some 
school boards have taken action. Teachers 
and coaches in certain schools carry weapons 
to class. (One of them at Parkland in Florida, 
where 17 people were killed last month, left his 


loaded pistol in a public restroom.) In Nassau ° 


County, Newsday reports, there is a school 
that is requiring that all students entering the 
school carry clear plastic backpacks, which 
they provide. If there were weapons inside, 
they’d be visible. 

I went to the East Hampton High School the 
other day to drop a package off. My younger 
sister went to this school, and all four of my 


children went to this school. Those were 


brighter days. You just went in the front door, 
went to class and got taught. Now the entrance 
is covered with an enclosed glass portico and 
a lockable door where, inside, an armed guard 
sits inside a small glass booth, observing 
everybody coming and going. There are pat- 
downs. Guards. How can we not pass laws to 
protect these kids? 

President Trump, after hearing from the kids 
at Parkland, promised he’d seize weapons from 
some people without due process and ban the 
stocks that make AR-15s into submachine 
guns. He said he would support new laws 
about who can get a license to carry a gun. 
Then the National Rifle Association (NRA) 
came to talk to him behind closed doors. After 
that visit, he backed away from the changes he 
had offered to make. What exactly did the NRA 
tell him? Mr. Trump is, among other things, 
a tough dude. Did they threaten to shoot 
him? What? 

This morning, the day of the second 
March for Our Lives, I received an email 
from a man representing a group called 
Mature American Citizens. He calls for 


“rational” debate about gun control. 

“The murder of innocent children in our 
nation’s schools by mentally disturbed 
individuals cannot be tolerated,” he writes. 
Well, less than 10% of our shooters are mentally 
disturbed. The others are either angry, bored, 
suicidal, terminally ill, religious nuts or, in 
the case of the Las Vegas shooter, none of 
the above and we have no idea what he was 
thinking but he’s dead now. 

The email says that repeal of the Second 
Amendment, which former Chief Justice 
Stevens recommends, “would be perhaps 
the first time in American history that our 
own government would be taking away a 
Constitutional right.” There is nothing sacred 
about our Constitutional amendments. And 
repealing them has been done before. We 
passed the 18th Amendment in 1919 but then 
repealed it in 1933. And everybody drank 
to that. : 

Elsewhere in the email, the author points 
out that “nearly two thirds of the deaths by 
firearms in the U.S. were the result of suicides, 
accidents and legal interventions. Homicides 
amounted for only 33% of deaths.” Wow. It’s 
less than half of them. 

And the so-called “right to bear arms” is 
totally misrepresented. It was intended to 
allow private citizens to form town militias, 
which would answer to your state legislature 
in time of national turmoil. 

That our government takes no action 
is reprehensible. S&

After a few weeks, my wife began to talk 
about her getting a new car too.

One more. I use Fitbit to monitor my exercise 
and workout routine.

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What do you think 2018 will bring in Hamptons real estate? 


Any surprises we might be in for? Trends you see on the horizon? 


Shinnecock Hills in Southampton 
continues to be on fire. Buyers feel 
that there is tremendous upside in 
that area. Being closer to NYC and 
with easy water access make this a 
very desirable area. But in general, I 
think 2018 is going to continue to be 
challenging at all price levels. 
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The biggest story I’ve seen so far is 
that summer rentals are outstanding. 
On the high end, it’s the best market 
I’ve seen in 15 years. This may be 
because so many people bought in the 
lower echelon, so those homes are off 
the rental market. I’ve also seen that a 
lot of the people who formerly rented 
old estates south of the highway 

are now renting the new big homes 
north of the highway. In Farrell Court 
by Brightside Farm, we've had three 
people want to rent a house sight 
unseen. We don't do that, though. 
Right now, the house rental market is 
great, even though the season started 
late because of the weather. 

Another trend I’m seeing is turnkey 
homes. New wins out over old every 
time. No one wants to get an old 
house and fix it up. I think because of 
the turmoil in the world now, people 
just want to have things easy and 
simple at home, with everything done 
for them. 


I think 2018 will be a good year 
for real estate in the Hamptons. 
With a bit of a slowdown because 
of weather, things will continue to 
trade at a normal pace. Buying a 
home is a thoughtful process, not a 
reactionary event, and people love the 
life that they can have here. Sellers 
have become realistic and buyers are 
stepping up to the plate. 

As for trends, more NYC families 
are making the Hamptons a primary 
residence if their work allows. The 
off season has been discovered and 
more people are taking vacations in 
June or September. Technology and 
new building materials have made it 
exciting for anyone with the time and 
energy to renovate an existing home. 


I think that 2018 is going to bring 
some great opportunity to the 
Hamptons. The PGA will bring some 
new people to our area, which is great 
for local businesses and revenue. As 


for real estate, we all are noticing a lot 
of supply; this brings price reductions, 
market corrections and new people 

to the playing field. Whether you're 
a person breaking into the market 

or seasoned, there’ll be enough for 
everyone. Sellers, as long as you've 
priced to reflect market expectations, 
you can count on your property being 
sold. As a real estate coach said to 
me before about a listing-dominated 
market, “It’s a price competition and a 
beauty pageant.”

Kilkare—the name is a Victorian whimsy, an Irish-sounding word meaning to 
“kill care’—has stood sentry between the Atlantic Ocean and Georgica Pond 
since 1877, a landmark for passing ships and beachgoers. It even survived the 
terrible hurricane of 1938. Many years of scouring sand and sea air have given 
the exterior a beautiful patina. 


Indoors, time has stood still. The simple, old-fashioned furniture and sun- 
bleached fabrics give the rooms the look of a faded black-and-white 
photograph, the only color coming from the blue ocean visible through every 
window, as if the clock stopped ticking decades ago and it’s always summer. 
A visitor wouldn’t be surprised to see a ghost, and in fact, owner Eleanora 
Kennedy says that the ghosts of original owners Camilla and Jonathan 
Edwards were there when she arrived. “They watched to protect the house 
from the sea. They stayed until we built the sturdy stone revetment under the

TIMELESS KILKARE 


In 1877 Camilla and Walter Edwards commissioned a shipbuilder to construct Kilkare 
in Georgica Settlement. This small patch of the Hamptons was founded in the late 
1800s by about 20 academics—mostly New Englanders associated with Yale— 
who wanted a private place to think, read, write and play sports without outside 
interference. Now called the Georgica Association, the area still has just one road in 
and out, which is guarded. Camilla and Walter Edwards were New Yorkers, but Walter 
was a direct descendant of Jonathan Edwards, a New England Puritan philosopher 
and thinker. 


Evidence that the couple used boat builders to carry out the construction is 
everywhere, from ships’ knee braces to the built-in furniture in almost every room. 
The house took nearly two years to finish. And for nearly a hundred years after that, 
the Edwards family enjoyed summers at Kilkare, including the weekly baseball games 
and sailboat regattas for the children offered by the Georgica Association. 


It was a stormy, foggy day in 1975 that the current owner, Eleanora and her late 
husband, Michael Kennedy, first saw Kilkare. In fact, the real estate agent had to 
convince them that the ocean was only 50 feet away from the house’s southern 
deck, so thick was the fog. Eleanora says, “When I was a young girl my dream was a 
house by the sea, a man I revered who deeply loved me, and a daughter. Entering 
the driveway on a foggy, damp, cold February day I saw Kilkare in the mist and knew 
all my dreams would come true. It was love at first sight: much the way I felt when 
I met my husband, Michael.” The house had been vacant for a while, so wind and 
water got in and caused damage. The Kennedys promised the seller, Kitty Edwards, 
that they would not compromise its essential character. Continued on page 30

TIMELESS KILKARE 


The restoration and conservation of Kilkare began in 1976. Woodwork was stripped and polished; the plaster walls, which 
use sand as an aggregate, were retained whenever possible. The ceiling of each room has a different pattern in thin strips 
of molding; each was dismantled and recreated in the original design. The house originally had no kitchen on the main floor 
(servants worked in the lower level), so a butler’s room and pantry were transformed into an eat-in kitchen. Two bathrooms 
were another addition. (The house now has seven bedroom and seven and a half baths.) Everything was done as conservatively 
as possible, with the least possible change to the layout and the fabric of the house. 


Many of the original furnishings were kept; newer pieces are of Anglo-Indian design with caning of mildew-resistant hemp. 
There are also some pieces of 1970s modern cement furniture by John Dickinson to provide a contrast. Yet all are in keeping 
with the natural color of sand and earth. 


The dining room table is very long, necessary to accommodate many guests for dinner. At Kennedy dinners, shells serve as 
place cards, and they’re piled, labeled with names, on the dining room mantel. Upstairs, the floors are bare. Vintage linens 
dress old four-poster and wicker beds. 


Of course, a house this perfect has starred in many films, most notably the cult favorite Eternal Sunshine of the Spotless Mind 
(which implied the house is in Montauk), Interiors by Woody Allen, and even The Nanny Diaries. 


But even perfection has an end date. With the death of Michael Kennedy in 2016, summers at Kilkare for the family are 
drawing to a close. The house is for sale. It can only be devoutly hoped that the new owners—who will be only the third family 
ever to call this magical place their home—will love and cherish the spot as well as the Kennedys have. As Eleanora says, “We 
spent 40 plus years at Kilkare making memories in a house that is filled with love, friendship and miracles. I hope the new 


residents will make their dreams come true too.”

MONTAUK BLUES 


A 1920 FISHERMAN’S COTTAGE ON OLD MONTAUK 
HIGHWAY IN MONTAUK IS HOME TO A LOCAL WRITER AND 
TWO CHILDREN. IT’S THE REPOSITORY NOW OF MANY 
HAPPY FAMILY MEMORIES. 


The owner remembers many blissful summers spent running around 
the brambled dunes in front of the house as a child, when her great- 
grandmother owned a cottage a few doors away. That cottage is still 
there, but “sadly not for sale,” the owner laughs. She felt lucky to be 
able to create similar memories nearby with her own children. 


The owner bought the house, along with her then-husband, in 1999, 
in a distressed state:. The original kitchen had been updated only with 
a chocolate brown fridge in the Brady Bunch era. Mold grew on the 
original paneled walls. But she adored the old kitchen sink, the built- 
ins, the view of the Atlantic Ocean from the sunroom. Years of gentle 
renovations and upgrades took place “as lightly as possible to preserve 
the character of the place,” she says. 


Outside, a string of old lobster buoys found on nearby beaches enliven 
the exterior’s weathered shingles. A gravel path leads to a slate porch. 
Styled with an old tree stump, an anchor mat, ship’s rope, and the chair 
that used to be used by the daughter of the house as a toddler, the 
vignette hints at the nautical style within. 


The blue kitchen, says the owner, was designed to complement 

her Cornishware collection. Cornish Kitchen Ware is iconic blue-and- 
white banded pottery made in England by TG Green. Collectors vie 
wfor rare names—Soap Flakes, Gravy Salt, Fish Dripping—from 

the 1930s and 40s. Housing the Cornishware is ac. 1780 stripped-pine 
kitchen dresser, made in Yorkshire, England, and shipped over by 

the owner. 


In the back of the pine dresser is a platter from Syracuse China's 
Montauk Lighthouse design. It was made circa 1954 and is quite rare 
now. A bright green painted table is the kitchen’s focal point. Above it, 
on the wall hangs 1910-era metal household lists. The owner loves old 
kitchenalia. “I love the idea of having these homey, humble pieces from 
the past on display,” she says. 


At the bottom of a staircase hangs part of a collection of vintage 
Montauk ephemera, including a 1960s map from White’s that she 
remembers always hanging in her grandmother's house, and the 
“Boring Montauk Motel Postcard” assemblage. “It’s a tossup which of 
these 1960s motels looked the most dreary inside and out.”

In the living room, a vintage dhurrie is anchored by an old ship’s crate 
used as a coffee table. A Maypole Dairy jug holds flowers, another 
piece of vintage kitchenalia. 


The sunroom’s wicker sofas and chairs were originally designed by 
Gustav Stickley. Their simple clean lines are more appropriate to a 
seaside setting than elaborate Victorian designs. 


In the master bedroom, a lamp made from a ceramic bust of a spaniel 
sits atop a Federal-style dresser. (An antique handed down by a family 
friend.) 


Beside the bed frame (“From IKEA, painted by me!” says the owner) sits 
a nightstand unencumbered by a table lamp. Instead, a brass sconce, 
shaped like a fishing lure, hangs off the white painted wall. 


A walnut dressing table by Berkey & Gay, circa 1910, was given to the 
owner as a Valentine’s gift many years ago. It’s is paired with a spindle- 
back chair and dressed with a tarnished silver ewer. 

The cheery guest room features twin beds and a ship-light-turned-lamp 
shaded by a coastal scene. The night table matches that in the master; 
it’s yellow “because that was my daughter’s favorite color at the time.” 


Layers of history, well used and distressed antiques, and fond summer 
memories make for a memorable interior. — Laura Euler

MASTER CRAFTSMAN JOE KLINE AND CURT DAHL, 
JOSEPH & CURTIS WINE CELLARS 


Wine is as old as civilization itself. The earliest archeological evidence of 
the enduring libation dates back to 7,000 B.C. China. As the centuries 
passed, ingenious craftsmen worked out how to store it. Just five years 
ago, in 2013, researchers uncovered one of the oldest known examples of 
a wine cellar, circa 1,700 B.C., in the ancient Canaanite city of Tel Kabri in 
northern Israel. 


Much has changed thousands of years later, but man’s passion for the 
Dionysian drink has only grown and evolved, as has our ability to store 

and display the vast collections of bottles, limited only by temporal and 
geographical boundaries. 


For nearly 20 years, Joe Kline and his partner Curt Dahl of Joseph & 
Curtis Custom Wine Cellars have been improving this lineage with game-

changing innovations and a relentless dedication to their craft. Found in 
homes and businesses throughout the East End, their wine cellars run the 
gamut from traditional to ultra-modern, with an array of unique materials 
rarely found elsewhere. 


But like all great things, Joseph & Curtis started small. 


“Tt was just the equivalent of a hobby for me,” Kline says, noting that he 
made furniture in his spare time when he wasn’t working as a trader for 
Dahl’s NYC firm in the late 1990s. After the two forged a friendship and 
began dining together with their spouses, he showed Dahl a custom wine 
rack he made for his wife using wood and copper rods. 


It was like nothing Dahl had ever seen and, once Kline convinced him 

he actually made it, the future partners realized they could combine 
Kline’s designs with Dahl’s business savvy and begin selling custom wine 
racks to other wine enthusiasts. “Little by little, we started getting people 
responding to them,’ Kline says. “It was as much a piece of art as it was 
wine storage.”

Some two decades later, the merging of art and utility still 
defines Joseph & Curtis, though the business has expanded 
from elegant racks to massive, climate-controlled cellars housing 
thousands of bottles for some of the country’s wealthiest and 
most discerning collectors. 


“Just about any style you can imagine, we've designed and 
built,” Kline says, pointing out that today both he and Dahl 
design cellars for Joseph & Curtis. “We both wear a lot of hats.” 
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Once the racks were selling briskly, customers began asking 

them to create entire rooms featuring their unique aesthetic. 
“Tt was a learning curve,” Kline confirms, but they teamed up 
with an experienced “old-time refrigeration guy,” who’s since 


retired, to learn climate control techniques, and they've never 
looked back.

Whether they’re building wine features for top-tier restaurants or small 
private cabinets, Kline and Dahl’s clients ask to be wowed. They regularly 
incorporate materials rarely seen in even some of the finest cellars and 
cabinets. “They want something no one else has,” Kline says. 


As a result, the duo use steel with various hand-applied patinas, dramatic 
LED lighting to create glowing panels of glass and acrylic, and unusual 
hardwoods, such as Australian jarrah and African wenge or binga. 

“We use a lot of exotics,” Kline says. 


He recalls a recent job where the customer asked for “the Rembrandt or 
Picasso of wine cellars” installed in his Fifth Avenue apartment. Kline and 
Dahl put together a stunning three-panel room between two walls of black 
stone and two walls of glass. Things became complicated when the client 
asked for one glass wall to be seamless, which proved difficult, considering 
the glass wouldn't fit inside the building’s elevators or stairwells. 
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Joseph & Curtis ended up renting a crane and working with the city to get 
permits to hoist the solid, tempered glass panel into the building, at no small 
expense to the customer. “They had to close part of 5th Avenue,” Kline says, 
but the final product was magnificent. Lit from above by LEDs, “the whole 
panel glows,” he adds proudly. 


“There’s every type of customer,” Kline says, pointing out that Joseph & 
Curtis work with interior designers and homeowners with very specific ideas, 
while others tell them to take charge, only requesting that Kline and Dahl do 
something amazing. 


Both men are constantly working on new designs and breakthroughs, 
from “stupid little hand drawings on a napkin” to realistically rendered 3-D 


isometric drawings on their proprietary software. 


And no matter how big the business gets, “Curt and I still go to these houses 
and meet these people,” Kline says. “We're extremely hands-on.” 


Of course, the job doesn’t end once the cellar is built. Joseph & Curtis also 
offer management consulting services for the collections within them.

Scott Hewett is originally 
from Massachusetts, but 
moved to the East End in 
in 1998 in order to pursue 
his art career. “It’s a truly 
remarkable place for an 
artist to live,” he says, 
particularly noting the East 
End’s famous light. “The 
light is unique, especially 
the Glow. in the early evening, approximately 
6 to 8 p.m., in the summer. I believe it’s due to 
the surrounding salt water, and this combination 
‘of salt and light projects a wonderful glistening 
backdrop.” Hewett is also an avid athlete and 
sports fan—he even had a stint designing some 
of the most iconic sneakers endorsed by NBA 
Hall of Famers. And when asked for a bold 
prediction regarding the recently begun baseball 
season, Hewett says “Let’s just say I’m from 
Boston, so you can probably guess who I favor.” 
What was the inspiration for this cover piece? 
I was inspired to paint the Ball jars with 
pinwheels because I’m particularly fond of 
old objects. I wanted to tackle a still life that 
screamed Americana. I knew it would be a 
challenge to paint the intricacies of glassware 
combined with the reflective pinwheels. 
Where do you find “East End inspiration?” 
Everywhere from the water and fields to 
the woods. My favorite place to see the vast 
landscape is Montauk. It has a vibe like no 


other. It’s one place in the Hamptons where you 
feel small. 

Your website notes that you teach private art 
classes. Why do you think it’s important to 
expose young children to art? 

I really enjoy teaching students of all ages. I 
find great satisfaction in seeing their journey 
and creative development. The younger 
students don’t have any inhibitions and they 
tend to get right into the process of mixing and 
composition. Art is ageless, anyone can learn 
at any time in his or her life. It helps to have a 
good mentor. 

How did you get into shoe design? 

I stumbled into the shoe business. My 
roommate at the Massachusetts College of 
Art was working at the Stride Rite Corporation 
as an intern and they were looking for 
additional help designing. I interviewed and 
was hired on the spot. After several weeks, and 
on the verge of graduating, they offered me a 
full-time position for a whopping $18,000. 
I was elated and thought to myself, /’m rich! 
I was so happy to be an employed artist! 
I later was hired at Reebok where | designed 
for Allen Iverson, Shaquille O’Neal and 
Greg Norman, to name a few. It was so cool 
to hang with some of the most prominent 
star athletes. 

Where’s the most unusual place your work 
has appeared? 

I can’t recall an unusual place my artwork 
has been displayed, but I have painted some 
unusual subjects. One is a Wish-Bone Italian 
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Artist Scott Hewitt in his studio with other works 


Salad Dressing bottle. My client is obsessed 
with the dressing. 

If you could sit down to coffee with any artist 
from history, who would it be and what would 
you talk about? 

I think Salvador Dali. When I was in high 
school I really got into Surrealism, so who 
better to vibe off of than Dali!? His work is 
so amazing—the compositions, off-the-wall 
concepts and especially the technique and craft 
of his process. I like eccentric people. They 
always make for an interesting conversation. I 
wouldn’t ask him many questions, rather just 
listen to what he had to say.

New Works Title Wave Washes Over Bay Street

B ay Street Theater is giving East Enders the 
chance to contribute to the creative process of 
playwriting. The tiniest script details can determine 
whether a play will be a huge success or fade into 
obscurity, and rewrites are frequent to ensure that 
the finished work will appeal to the greatest number 
of people, remaining relevant for years to come. 

Title Wave at Bay Street: The 5th Annual New Works 
Festival places artists and audience members on a 
level playing field, where the development of the next 
big show becomes a free community event. The three- 
day festival features readings of new plays curated 
by Bay Street’s Artistic Director Scott Schwartz, 
Associate Artistic Director Will Pomerantz and their 
Patron’s Council. Over the past year, the curators 
have carefully sorted through hundreds of scripts 
from around the world and put together a festival that 
has a broad range of work, subject matter and style to 
create an experience that’s rich and lively. 

Professional actors read each of the four plays in 
its entirety, accompanied by as little stage direction 
as possible. This year features Academy Award- 
winning actress Estelle Parsons, known for six 
decades of roles in Broadway productions, films and 
television shows, most recently as Beverly Harris in 
the Roseanne reboot. At the festival she will read the 
lead character of The Prompter. 

All readings are followed by a talkback session 
during which audience members will have the chance 


to share their reactions, ask the 
playwright questions and offer 
suggestions to improve the work. 
Schwartz confirms that audience 
feedback really does matter; he’s 
seen a few plays rewritten after 
New Works readings. He says, 
“It’s a-very different experience 
for a playwright to see their work 
live, rather than on a page. The 
audience teaches so much more.” 

The New Works Festival begins on May 4 with a 
folk-rock adaption of the Greek tragedy Medea at 
8 p.m. This rendition is written by The Kilbanes, 
a theatrical rock band led by married songwriters 
Kate Kilbane and Dan Moses, who seek to take the 
sensational story of a vengeful wife who kills her 
sons and find the hidden truth behind the fake news.

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Saving Sin City by Mary Cummings Satisfies

ee journalist Mary Cummings’s retelling of a 
scandal that took place in early 20th century New 
York City is provocative and enthralling. Cummings 
is a historian as well as a writer and-her work has 
been recognized by the New York Press Association. 
She is also the author of three books on local history. 
Now, Cummings is focusing on a crime that’s known 
as one of the most shocking in American history in 
her book Saving Sin City. 

Though the crime at the center of the book took 
place over 100 years ago, the story still feels relevant 
in the way Cummings brings in the backstory that 
leads to the murder of a prominent architect. In 
many ways the tale is timeless: a love triangle turned 
deadly, filled with greed and envy, beautiful women 
and powerful men. But it’s the politics behind the 
different players involved in the crime that reminds 
the readers of stories we hear on the news in the 
present day. 


A bit of history, with all the 
drama and scandal...a love 
triangle turned deadly, filled 
with greed and envy. 


This book is dense. There’s a lot of backstory and 
the plot doesn’t pick up until about midway in. But 
Cummings’s writing is clear and the narrative flows 
well as she brings in quotes from newspapers and 
other sources, though it’s difficult to stay within 
the world of the book when legal jargon is used. We 
begin in the year 1901 and end in 1908. 

Evelyn Nesbit and Stanford White’s relationship 
is disturbing and difficult to read about, but it’s the 
most interesting plot point up until the murder of 
Stanford White. White was a prominent architect 
(you can still see some of his designs on the 


East End today) who was once involved with his 
murderer’s wife. White is a complex character who 
is easy to hate. He has a Weinstein quality about 
him. White rapes 16-year-old Evelyn Nesbit after 
her mother goes out of town, having left Nesbit in 
his care. Nesbit, whose family is poor and for whom 


she is the sole provider, is at first traumatized by 
the sexual assault but then is forced to evaluate 
the consequences of turning a man like White 
away. White ends up taking care of Nesbit’s family 
financially, and Nesbit becomes his lover. 

In the story that builds to the murder of White 
by Nesbit’s husband Harry K. Thaw, we also learn 
about the man who will prosecute the case. A moral 
man with an activist past, William’ Travers Jerome 
is not afraid to fight the wealthy and corrupt to get 
justice for those who deserve it. He’s ambitious and 
righteous; an easy character to sympathize with. 
His presence adds a new dimension to a story that 
otherwise may read like a soap opera. Jerome’s 
history helps shed light on the complicated social 
issues that underline the tensions that lead to this 
violent act. In addition to Jerome’s background, we 
get a look into Thaw’s. He, like his victim, White, is an

easy character to hate and becomes obsessed with 
Nesbit, eventually making her his wife. 

Cummings tells this story so that it feels relevant 
to issues currently at play in society. From the sexual 
assault against Nesbit, to the corrupt officials in 
government and the neglect of the poor, it isn’t hard 
to see how what happened during this period has 
resonance in the 21st century. This novel is filled 
with interesting characters; they aren’t simply good 
or evil. Their past experiences, which Cummings 
explores, explain how they became who they are 
when the murder of White occurs and help the 
reader to stay invested in the story. If you enjoy a bit 
of history, with all the drama and scandal that comes 
in a work of fiction, Saving Sin City satisfies. ga.

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Walk the Walk, Hike the Pe yOns Mike

“Only ideas won while walking have any value.” 
—Friedrich Nietzsche 


A ccording to the Mayo Clinic, the health benefits 
of walking are plentiful and include maintaining 
a healthy weight, preventing or managing various 
conditions—including heart disease, high blood 
pressure and type 2 diabetes— and increasing and 
improving bone and muscle strength, mood, balance 
and coordination. Getting a good walk can also do 
wonders for the walker’s mental health. Walking has 
proven to improve self-perception and self-esteem, 
mood and sleep quality, and to reduce stress, anxiety 
and fatigue. It also clears the head, working out and 
clearing old ideas and making way for new ones. Any 
time not spent in front of the blue light of computer, 
television or smartphone screens is time well spent. 
And, yes, the East End has lots of places one can go 
to have a good walk. 

The East Hampton Trails Preservation Society 
(EHTPS) maintains a series of trails throughout 
East Hampton Town. Perhaps the most remote 
and interesting is a three-mile self-guided tour 
through the abandoned Northwest Settlement 
know affectionately as the East Hampton Ghost 
Town. According t0 Lee Dion’s write-up of the Ghost 
Town on the EHTPS website, East Hampton Town 
records of 1653 speak of, “A cartway to ye Northwest 
meddow,” which settlers followed in order to gather 
salt, hay and seaweed that was used for insulation, 
fertilizer and cattle bedding. Northwest eventually 
became East Hampton’s earliest port and the 
first merchant ship landed there, from Boston, in 
1665. By the time the 18th century rolled around, 
the area contained 15 large farms, a mill, wharves, 


warehouses, a pest house (a 
shelter for those with contagious 
diseases), a fish factory, a 
sawmill and, according to the 
trustee journals, a shipbuilding 
enterprise. A public school 
operated in the area from 
1792 until 1885. According 
to Dion, Northwest Harbor 
flourished from 1653 until 1761 
and lasted until 1885. There 
are 15 points of interest on 
this hike, including the former 
property of obstinate Irishman 
Josiah Kirk who sued the Town 
over seaweed rights. He won 
the case, but it cost him everything he owned and 
he died destitute at an almshouse in Yaphank. 
Other highlights include sweeping water views, one 
with Cedar Point Lighthouse in the background and 
another with Barcelona Neck in the background and 
Sag Harbor barely visible in the distance. If you’re 
going to take this walk, bring enough water to keep 
you hydrated and visit ehtps.org/lost-ghost-town/ 
to download a map, guide, and Dion’s history of 
the place. 

For a more somber walking spot, and someplace 
to escape the coming summer crowds if need be, 
visit Oakland Cemetery in Sag Harbor. Founded 
in 1840, Oakland currently sits on 26 acres and is 
the permanent resting place of over 4,000 people, 
including more 18th- and 19th-century sea captains 
than in any other Long Island cemetery. Among the 
treasures in Oakland is the Broken Mast Monument, 
which commemorates all the whalers “Who periled 
their lives in a daring profession and perished in 
actual encounter with the monsters of the deep.” 


Quality time, one step at a time... 


The long, mostly flat rows offer a 
quiet place to reflect while paying 
your respects to some members 
of the oldest families on the East 
End and many other historically 
significant individuals. Writers 
Nelson Algren, William Gaddis, 
Spalding Gray, Prentice Mulford 
and James Salter are all buried 
there. So are local astronomer, 
clockmaker, scientist and 
- bookbinder Ephraim Byrum 
2 (whose historic house is next 
® door), founder of the New York 

Ballet, George Balanchine, U.S. 

diplomat Richard Holbrooke, 
artists Hans Namuth, Val Telberg and so many more. 

For a bit of a more touristy, sightseeing—and 
perhaps more strenuous—walk head out to Montauk 
Point before the traffic doubles your travel time. A 
great walk starts just north of the Montauk Point 
Lighthouse. There’s a dirt path that leads down to 
the beach. Once you’re down at the water, relax, 
take a deep breath and soak up the view. Following 
your moment of zen, head for the rocks to the east. 
They look dangerous, sure, but they’re safe, so long 
as you're careful and mindful of your steps. If you 
follow the rocks all the way around the lighthouse, 
not only will you be at the easternmost bit of land 
in New York State, you’ll also find another beach on 
the other side. Here, you can find a series of trails 
that will take you into Camp Hero State Park, where 
you'll find, arguably, the most scenic spot in all the 
Hamptons, the Bluff Lookout.

The Simple Poop on Compost

he absolute best fertilizer 

for your gardens _ is 

compost. At one time, I had 

the facility to make a lot of 

compost for a private garden 

E I took care of full-time. I could 

make enough for the flower 

id and vegetable gardens. It was 

GARDEN all I added to them and they 

i flourished. The compost also 

acted as a mulch, decreasing 

weed growth to almost none and there was even 
minimal black spot on the roses. 

To make the compost, I used leaves from the 
property, which I shredded, green plant debris and 
the bedding from the chickens | raised for the family 
that employed me. I knew the chickens were fed no 
antibiotics or hormones so their bedding was perfect 
for the compost pile. 

Oh, to have a similar situation for composting! In 
the spring, when I’m cleaning flower gardens and 
prepping vegetable gardens for clients, | would love 
to have that compost. It was rich and yummy and | 
knew exactly what was in it. 

I do make compost at my house. | have a 
home composter. It’s a plastic container with the 
appropriate doors and lids and holes for air. I have 
plenty of shredded leaves that I keep on hand to mix 
with vegetable scraps, eggshells and coffee grounds 
from my kitchen. I get enough compost for two large 
beds each year. And, I just bought a tool to easily mix 
the “pile” so it will degrade more quickly. 

Using this composter is very easy and lets me 
utilize my plant waste to feed some of my garden. 
I keep a container in the bottom of my fridge for 
scraps and take it outside when it’s full; throw it in 
and add some leaves.

Some basic rules for making compost: mix greens 
(grass clippings, household plant waste, eggshells, 
coffee grounds, tea bags) and browns (leaves which 
can be shredded or not, hay, shredded paper (no 
colored ink), and shredded cardboard) in layers with 
a ratio of 3 browns to 1 green. The optimal size for 
a pile is one cubic yard. Keep it as moist as a damp 
sponge. Turn or stir once a month to keep it aerated. 
Doing these things will cause the materials to break 
down and keep the pile sweet-smelling! 

Do not add animal products like meat or fish 
scraps, dairy products, or bones. They do not break 
down well, they also rot and draw animals. 

You will know when your compost is ready— 
it will smell like sweet soil. It might still have 


some chunks in it, but that’s alright. 

Many recipes for compost recommend adding 
manure. I never do that. In fact, I don’t put manure, 
or any other animal products, on any gardens I work 
in, if at all possible. I have not found any information 
that assures me that the antibiotics or hormones in 
manure from animals raised for consumption are 
not absorbed by plants—some sources say they are. 
Manure from a farm that does not use these additives 
would be pure gold. 

In the absence of my own compost, I use 
bagged compost, choosing the ones with 


the ingredients that I can live with. 

I have only hit the high spots in the world of 
composting—I encourage you to set up a composting 
situation at your house. If nothing else, it lets you 
dispose of your kitchen scraps in a productive way. 
There are many types of composters available and 
various video demos and information online. Zu

There was 
a great love for wine and a very strong work ethic 
with lots of marketing events. | still draw from those 
first experiences. 


What’s your earliest wine-related memory? 

I was maybe 6 or 7 years old and was selling wine 
in our retail store. To any customer I would push the 
Rosenthaler Kadarka—it was a Bulgarian red wine 
that was sweet and that is why | liked it! 


How does living on the East End inform 
your winemaking? 

We have a wonderful restaurant scene on the 
East End.

Who inspired your career the most? 

My mother and father! My father was 
a winemaker and a cooper and a distiller, and had 
good technical knowledge, was very pragmatic and 
loved dry Rieslings and red wine. My mother was a 
fantastic cook and loved anything that was special 
and, above all, she loved people. Every day at 11 
a.m. she opened a bottle of Champagne (for 80 years 
that was her only medicine!). She had a wonderful 
wine collection and was always happy to share 
her treasures! Her hobby was to go to the finest 
restaurants in Germany/Austria/Switzerland and 
Alsace, and I was very lucky to be her companion on 
many of these outings. 


What is it about rosé that has so captured the 
imagination here on the East End? 

At Wolffer Estate we have made a dry rosé since 
1992, and we always have taken this wine seriously 
and made a big effort to make a quality wine, and for 
marketing this category of wine. The wine is food- 
friendly, lighter (less alcohol), very versatile and 
additionally, the color makes you feel good. People 
who have traveled to the south of France have always 
had a love for rosé, and that feeling is now sweeping 
the nation.
